He - long soiou n gave her new 
lleht on the hardships which peo¬ 
ple of the British Isles are endur¬ 
ing. During her months’ overseas, 
she herself lost 25 pounds and she 
says that the food rations have 
driven the women of the British 
Isles to open protect Jtnd revolt 
They a»e really “on the fight” pro¬ 
testing the rations, and protesting 
also the nature of imports which 
bring in pineapples and luxuries 
that the average person cannot af¬ 
ford to buy. The vital foods are 
insufficient and under too severe 
ration, so that housewives cannot 
possibly provide adequate, appetiz¬ 
ing meals. They have endured too 
long and are fed up. One oT the 
greatest prote its is against Stra- 
chey, the Minister of Food. They 
want him replaced by someone 
more understanding of family 
needs. 

What They Need 

Since many organizations and 
individuals are sending food par- 
ccds to the oil country, and have 
inquired what is most required 
Mrs. McNiven has some informa¬ 
tion to pass on. She says the tea 
ration has bee.i cut, and tea would 
he immensely appreciated. Also 
they need pudding powders, any 
kind of canned meat or fish, jams, 
Kraft dinners, soups, cannea 
fruits, honey, etc. Saccharine is 
used extensively*and would be very 
welcome. Fooils of this nature' are 
most urgently needed and would 
be deeply appreciated. 

Babies do get their allocation of 
milk, but the pre-school age chil¬ 
dren do not f*re so well. The la- 
It r effect of the long continued 
shortage in lations rests heavily 
on the minds of mothers of famil¬ 
ies. 

. Prices Exorbitant 
.Wages are good as a general rule, 
but there is little satisfaction be¬ 
cause rationing is so strict and 
even with good wages prices arc 
exorbitant. For instance, before

Coffee is not rationed but is not as 
popular a beverage as tea. The 
meat ration is 28 cts. worth of 
meat a week, and the meat mostly 
available within that ration is not 
likely to stimulate the appetite. 
When you eat sausage, you Won¬ 
der what it really is. There is a 
deadly monotony in the average 
fare. 

Clothing points are also de¬ 
pressing. lire allotment is 32 cou¬ 
pons for seven months. It takes 3 
coupons for a pair of stockings, 7 
for a pair of shoes, 18 for a coat. 
That leaves nothing for under¬ 
wear, towels, bedding, or such 
households staples, and the people 
have gone short on these things so 
long that there is great depletion 
of such necessary Btocks. Clothing 
is also high in price. A pair of rea 
wedgies for instance cost 4 pounds. 

Cold and Hungry 

Last winter was a terrible and 
costly experience all over the 
British Isles. The great majority 
of people had neither ‘adequate 
warmth nor appetizing food to bol¬ 
ster them up through the bitter 
winter. The allotment of coal was 
84 lbs. a week. 

There were four million lanihs 
lost in Scotland in the storms.

Billy Henry Cameln 1885

They started from the coast on 
Billy Henry came to Manitoba a 1200 ton scow pulled by a tug¬ 
boat. The sco.v was equipped with 
pens to hold 200 cattle and 22 hor¬ 
ses, as well as accommodations for 
nine men and a summer’s supply 
of grub. Thi3 outfit unloaded at 
Pyramid Haroor, reckoned to be 
about 600 miles from Dawson City. 
The stock then started overland 
up the trail. When only 160 miles 
from Dawson winter set in and as 
they had reached a point where 
the mountain came -right down to 
the river they could not go back 
through the mountains and try to 
get through. They butchered the 
cattle at this point. Went along 
the river, 'where a small lumber 
camp had been started and Billy 
arranged for lumber and the build¬ 
ing of two sows. Ujyjfi these the 
horses, men, equipment and the 
carcasses of the butchered cattle 
(now well frozen) were transport¬ 
ed to Dawson City, on the river, in 
the middle of the stream, between 
ice extending out from both sides. 
Following this trip Billy made 
others in delivering the Burns’ cat¬ 
tle to the gold fields. In the late 
fall pf 1889 lie returned to High 
River just as the Boer War was 
getting under way. Harry Baines 
who had been running the hotel 
insisted.it was now his turn to take 
a holiday so he joined up and went 
off to the Boer War leaving Billy 
♦o conduct the hotel operations. 
That winter was a busy one for 
High River, the hotel and Billy’s 
adjacent corrals. Lane and others 
were bringing in hundreds of hor¬ 
ses, the town was filled with horse 
breakers, cowpunchers, horse buy¬ 
ers, etc., and as a result Billy Hen- 
r>’s Hotel was doing a real busi¬ 
ness. 

r Along about 1902 he sold out the 
hotel and stalled a ranch of his 
own on the Little Bow which he 
ran for about three years when he 
sold the ranch but retained his cat¬ 
tle which numbered about 1000 
head, and moved them/down on the 
Big Bow along with the Bar U cat¬ 
tle where he v as engaged by Lane 
to run the Bar U stock on that 
range. Billy Hen*y was the first 
v%gon boss for the Bar U on the 
BigTlow. 

It may be of interest to some to 
know that during the time that 
Billy ran this outfit for the Bar U, 
he had as many as 26,000 cattle on 
that range. iCowpunchers from 
every range in North America 
worked on the Bar U outfit on the 
Bow under Billy Henry. Among 
them was Albert Smith of High 
River, Maxwell from Colorado, 
Bill Greer from Texas, Pete Smith 
of Oklahoma snd Shell Gillespie

been a tendency in the past few 


came to Hign River in 1886. His 
first cowboy job was with the Boat 
Hook outfit on the Little Bow, 
owned by Charlie Spalding. At. 
that time some of those running 
cattle in the High River district 
outside of the Bar U were Dan 
Riley of the Flying U, John Quirk, 
John Sullivan of the I.S. who later 
ran his cattle on Sullivan Creek, 
Tom Lynch of the TL, who was 
running his outfit with headquar¬ 
ters on the south side of the High- 
wood, opposite the former Bar U 
headquarters who had then moved 
to Pekisko). Their former head¬ 
quarters was occupied for a couple 
of years by Walter Screen and la¬ 
ter became the High River Horse 
Ranch owned by General McPher¬ 
son and Major Eckford. This out¬ 
fit was later taken over by the son 
of Major Eckford who sold it about 
the time of World War I to the 
Sibley interests, who only a few 
years ago sold it to Mr. Roenish 
who still operates it. This outfit has 
been known for years as the Round 


years to consolidate several farms 
tinder one management to cut down 
overhead expenses. I was tola 
there are at least 20 farms in Bri¬ 
tain, today that have well over 
2.000 acres ee.ch. There are more 
ti actors per thousands acres In 
Britain than on our prairies^ in* 
deed, it is seldom that one sees a 
horse-drawn implement in the 
fields.—Flying ovef Europe and 
then over Britain one observes that 
the fields of Europe, like fields in 
Canada, are either square' or ob¬ 
long with straight sides; it is sel¬ 
dom, however, that one sees a 
straight-sided field in Britain; 
they seem to be of irregular 
shapes caused I was told, by the 
irregular paths and streams, which 
centuries ago, meandered through¬ 
out the countryside. — The yields 
of crops in Britain are about twice 
as high as in our West for the sim¬ 
ple reason that the rainfall is 
about twice os much as we have. 
—The larger British farms use 
Combines but they cannot swath 
as we do in Canada because of the 
excessive ra : u in the autumn; 
straight combining is the rule, but 
the grain when combined is usually 
damp or tough, and so these large 
farms are obliged to use artificial 
driers which effectively and cheap¬ 
ly dry the grain soon after it Is 
threshed. — British farms diver¬ 
sify their crops to a much greater 
e?<tent than is practiced in Canada; 
I visited several farms that were 
growing 12 to 14 different kinds of 
crops; much ot this is done to find 
work for labour throughout the 
year, that is why some wheat must 
always be grown in Britain, for it 
gives work in the fall and at other 
times of the year when, labour 
would ordina’ily not be fully ih 
cupied. — I was greatly surprised, 
at the amount of male and female 
labour, that is used even on a 
moderate-sized farm; the women 
being a carryover in the main from 
the.Women’s Land Army that did 
such magnificent work for Britain 
cn the land auring the course of 
the war. Their farm labour, as a 
whole, however seemed Iq me to 
be inefficient as compared with our 
V’estern hired help; Their labour 
appeared to lack that energy, 
speed, enterprise and initiative 
which so charterizes Canadian 
hired farm help. I felt an urge in 
me to try to hurry them up a bit, 
“to get them going” as we say in 
this country. Their official hours, 
too, seemed to be 1 considerably 
shorter than the hours w-orked on

Iken v/hose ranch was lo¬ 
cated on the Middle Fork about 
five miles down from Pekisko, the 
lags Bros, of the O H on the 
north fork of the Highwood. 

After leaving the Spalding ranch 
Billy went to work for Tom Lynch 
r.n the T L. He had a brother Tom 
Henry who also worked on various 
ranches in the district as well as 
some further south. Tom Henry 
later operated his own ranch for 
years on the Little Bow, and today 
his son, Alex. Henry and his sons 
continue to be actively engaged in 
the agricultural industry in this 
district. 

When Billy quit the T I. he next 
drew wages f ram Ross and Podger 
tn the Little Bow, and from theic 
to the Bar X Y owned by Sampson 
& Hardford, after a couple of 
years with this outfit he went to 
w-ork for George Ross (later known 
for his polo activities) who had 
bought out the Ross & Podger out¬ 
fit. His next move was in partner¬ 
ship with Harry Baines to buy the 
only hotel in High River, which 
then stood on the corner just west 
of where the Astoria hotel now 
stands. 

When the Klondyke gold rush 
started, Billy left for the gold 
fields, leaving Baines to conduct 
the hotel business. Frank Beding- 
field who was operating the N 
ranch (now the property of the 
Duke of Winlsor) alsorleft for the 
Yukon accompanied by Glen Camp 
bell, later Dominion Indian Com¬ 
missioner. These two men startea 
for thg Klondyke via Edmonton, 
and although never reaching the 
gold fields, had harrowing exper¬ 
iences, and finally returned to civ¬ 
ilization barely escaping with their 
lives. Billy Henry’s trip to the 
gold fields was via a different 
route. Pat Burns was making an 
effort to get Alberta beef cattle 
into the gold camps of the north 
and he put Billy in charge of &

The horses in tha 
cowpunchers string were never 
rode by anyore else, except the 
men to whom they had been cut. 

During this period the total 
count of Bar U cattle both on the 
Big Bow and the Pekisko range 
was estimated at 4(),000, in addi¬ 
tion to which were about 2000 hor¬ 
ses. 

Billy Henry left the employ of 
the Bar U at the conclusion of the 
last big open range roundup In the 
fall of 1907, and went to work for 
P3tBurns buying cattle all over the 
country. Of late years he has 1 con¬ 
ducted'his own layout near Leth¬ 
bridge. He has now retired - and 
making his home in High River.

Provincial Gov’t Announces Pol¬ 
icy. After Pept. 30 Bounty Will 

Be Reduced to $3 for Next Six 

Months 

A bounty Of $5 each on coyotes, 
including coyote pups, will be paid 
by the provincial government up 
to Sept. 30 when the price will be 
reduced to $3 for the next six 
months, ij is announced. 

The whole pelt or carcass must 
he submitted in applying for the 
bounty. The scalp is not sufficient. 

During the summer months . the 
pelt should be salted. Both ears 
must be intact, and the person to 
whom the application is made must 
slit the ears from tip to base and 
return the pelt or carcass to the 
applicant. 

Applications may be made to 
any R.C.M.P. constable, a justice 
of the peace, a commissioner for 
oaths, a game officer or a forestry 
officer. The 'i.ne and place of tak¬ 
ing the coyote must be mentioned.

There 
were over 6000 entries from all 
over the province and the grilled 
Alberta Gold Medal ranch steak 
was considered tops, Dieticians 
have been at work for weeks test¬ 
ing all the entries and eliminating 
after full test. Then a five-judge 
panel made the award.

Frank Day of Calgary won the 
second prize of $250 for her recipe 
for standing roast ribs. 

The first prize recipe is as fol¬ 
lows: 

Ingredients: Cut off the filet of 
a rump, sirloin or tenderloin steak. 
One tablespoon of butter, salt and 
pepper. 

Method: In order to cook this 
steak successfully, it should first 
be dipped in salad oil, rubbed with 
salt or suet, and placed in a pre¬ 
heated pan and quickly seared. 
Salt or suet is rubbed on the steak 
to prevent it from burning. The 
steak then is grilled. The fork 
used to turn the meat must not 
puncture the meat, or .be pressed 
into it so as to make holes, which 
would allow the juices to escape. 

When done the steak should be 
sprinkled with butter, • salt and 
pepper, and served on a piping-hot 
dish. The steak may be garnished 
with parsley, mushrooms, toma¬ 
toes, or fried onions. The garnish 
must be ready, and the steak 
should grill from eight to 12 min¬ 
utes. It may be served with a bak¬ 
ed potato or French fried potatoes. 

Standing Roast Ribs 

“Choose a three standing rib 
roast of beef and season it with 
salt and pepper. Place in open 
roasting pan with fat side up. As 
the fat melts and cooks out it will

I During the war agreements with 
Britain for supplying essential 
food “products established a ba^is 
of prices reasonable to Canadian 
fanners. Similar agreements or 
contracts are in effect for th^ next 
one to two years, which means that 
farmers have a ready export mar¬ 
ket and are protected against any 
wide fluctuation in prices. These 
agreements with the British Min¬ 
istry of Food call for any supplies 
over the amounts specified that can 
be made available of wheat, bacon, 
beef, cheese, evaporated mitk, eggs 
crossed poultry and several otbei 
products. There is also a high do¬ 
mestic demand for every kind ot 
farm produce and there Is evido"ce 
that several ether countries want 
certain food products from Can 
ada. It Is apparent, therefore, 
that whatever problems confront 
the farmers of Canada, markets 
just now is not one of them. If a 
round balance rtf agriculture tn 
Canada is to be maintained, the- 
importance of a h'gh ratio of meat 
and dairy production is essential. 

There has been an unavoidable 
sharp decline in meat production 
since the reco-d year of 1944 and a 
slight falling off in dairy-produc¬ 
tion.
